A partner of 
the firm will be in Vancouver about 
Thursday next to close the deal. It was 
further stated tliat tlie intention of the 
A''auconvcr Ageney is to build a foundry 
to adjoin tlie worljs as soon as the prop- 
erty came into tlieir liaiuls, also to put iu 
several more patent machines, to instal 
massive miieliinery for tlie purpose of 
iiiakiii;; I'if,' steel castings for smelters, 
bridges, etc., and to instal othei- macliiii- 
cry whicli will eiiiible thcMii to embark 
spcfially in the mauul'aeture of all lii:ids 
fif spceial mining macliinery, such as 
stamp mills, etc. The number of hands 
would also be at least doubled almost 
at once.

GOLD 'STANDARfD. • / 

Mr. Oversteeet of Indiana Introduces 'a, 
BiU • in the United States Houde. ' 

AVa.shington, .Tan, S. — Represontativo 
Overstreet of Indiana, who had charge 
of the gold standard bill in the house, 
introduced to-day a bill "to maintain 
the parity of Ihe money of the United 
States." This measure seeks further to 
strengthen the golil standard and insure 
the continued parity of gold and silver, 
by providing for their exchange ability 
at tiie treasury. The bill provides that 
all gold and silver coins of the United 
States, except sub.sidiary coins, shall be 
exchangeable for each other at par at 
the treasury of the United States at the 
di>niaad of the bolder. For the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of this act, 
the secretary of the treasury may employ 
any part of the reserve fund, gold coin 
and bullion, established by Sec. 2 Of the 
Act of Marcii 14, 1900, entitled "An act 
to define and fix the standard of value 
to maintain the parity of nil forms of 
mone.v issued or coined by the United 
States to refund the public debt nnd for 
other purposes," and money received in 
exidinnge for gold or bullion under the 
provisions of this act shall be held in said 
reserve fund and not paid out except in 
the manner provided by the United 
States in said Sec. 2 of the Act of March 
■), 1000.

Loss' of Life Greater Than Re- 
ported by Wire Yesterday 
i Morning. 



Bodies of Twenty-Eiglit of the 
Victims fiave Been 
Identified- 



liochester, N. Y., Jan. 8.— Xut since the 
great lauteru works fii-u of ISSS, in 
■\vliich m:iny persons mot their dcatlis 
find many more were injured, has such 
an awful catiisti'oi)!io visited Rochester 
kis tho tire at the Rochester Oi-i>haii 
Asjlum, a tliree-story structure on the 
corner of Ilubbel park and lOxchanu'C 
street, early this morning. Of tlie 105 
to 105 inmates, between 20 and 30 lives 
weie lost, and many of the women and 
children takcu from the building will die 
from the terrible bums and injuries 
received. 

It was but a few minutes after 1 
o'clock tliis morning wiien a nurse in the 
liospital. Miss Clino, smolled smoke. 
She immediately notified another nurse, 
and the latter reiKirted the matter to 
the matron, Miss Dienhart. AU tlic fire 
apparatus was rushed to the burnins; 
building, but before the &rat engine ar- 
rived the neighbors fpr blocks around 
had arrived and were doinj; thoir best to 
rescue the inmates. 

Shortly after tho lire was located in 
the boiler room a terrific exjilnsion tooi; 
place near the west end of the connect- 
ing wiiifJT, completely bhtwin^ init tin' 
lower part, thereby cutting of tlu' escape 
of the children in the east end of the 
building;. It was later ascertained that 
th(! cause of tlie explosion wa.s that the 
boil(n' had blown up. from what cause is 
likely to remain U mystery. 

When the firemen arrived on the scene 
tlieir attention was first turned to the 
inmates in the liosi)ital ward in tlu! west 
winp, whicli is the boiler section of the 
institution. 

On the lioor next to the top was Miss 
Brad. With the lliinies leapin;: all 
around her, it .seenu'd impossible to es- 
cape. She did, however, liut. was so 
seriously injured by falling tliat she will 
rot live. 

It was stated by tlie matron. Miss 
Dienhart, that there wore 75 fiirls in the 
■west wiiij;. J?esides these there were 
two children and two nurses in tho hos- 
pital department, which was also in that 
ydag, , , 

At 12 o'clock the Identified dead had 
reached twenty-six children, one nurfic 
and « cook.

Two .Fights Reported, in Which the 
Orientals Lose Heavily. 

I'ekin, .Tan. T.— Von rioque. a nejihew 
of Count von Waldersee, rode 70 miles 
yesterday, brinRini,' the news of a liattle 
between the Oliinese and the German 
■troops to the nortlieast of Pekin. Three 
fomnanies of infantry and one troop of 
Uiilnns mot 2,000 Chinese. An euKau'C- 
ment ensued, in which 200 Chinese were 
killed and tlOO wounded. Three Gorman 
soldiers were killed and one oflleer and 
several men were wounded. Tlio re- 
mainder of the Cliineso lied. 

A German expedition in the northern 
district encountered at Sze Hai Kon^', 
20 miles northwest of the junction of tho 
preat wall. .'!,00<1 Chinese. The Germans 
retired towards Lui Fu, where they were 
reinforced. Tho country is exceedingly 
mountainous, and the village is in au 
enclosed valley with a walled entrance. 
The Germans advanced to attack tho 
wall, whereon the Chinese had mounted 
ten cannon, including four old Knipps. 
A mountain battery bombarded the 
place for an hour, and the position was 
&en taken at the point of the bayonet. 
'three hours' further liirhtin^' occurroil 
before the enemy were driven out of the 
valley- The Chinese loss is estimated at 
200, and tho Germans lost one killed and 
four wounded. Tho Germans, after de- 
stroying all the dwellings, retired to Yon 
Kong.

S.— The diet was openoil 
to-day in tho name of ICmperor William, 
who 'is siifferinc from a slight cold, by 
tho imperial chancellor, CounI von Bil- 
low, who road tlie speech from the 
throne. liie principal point in this was 
tho aniiouncenient of tho inimodiate 
presentation of an extended cnnaJ mil. 
comprising not only tlie Rhine and the 
Elbe sclionio, but also the construction of 
a waterway for large ships betvveen Ber- 
lin and I5tettin, a more practicable 
waterway between the Oder Vistula, and 
improvement In the Wartha, lower Oder, 
lower Hevel, and Spree. 

The speech referred to tho continued 
satisfactory financial situation, saying a 
considerable surplus had been obtained 
in 1899, and that equally favorable re- 
sults -were expected for 1900, while the 
budget for 1001 showed a marked in- 
crease in revenue, and the prospects 
from tho state railways wore satisfac- 
tory. 

It was iirojiosed, tho speech added. |o 
introduce hills dealinfr with the reform 
of tlio local Kovernnient of Berlin, the 
TelioP of provincial SnanceiS, the housing 
problem and others.

The Times bus ii relapse to its old dis- 
pose of Turnerphobiot and, like many 
othef cases of illness, there Is no appar- 
ent causo for it. O'lo day last ■week it 
said: "But it may bu opportiiiio to point 
out at tUitj time that the old spirit, which 
xuled in the days, 'when Ohirnerisni was 
supremo in the goTcrnmont and discredit, 
ed in the country, sMims to be dominant." 
It then proceeds to ca.ll this .spirit a "de- 
mon of unreasou," which is quite Dan- 
tcsque if not exactly accurate. The Col- 
onist has on several occafiions asked wlint 
Turncrit^m is, but lias never lieoii favor- 
ed "with an answer. We will therefore 
apply the pbiioeophical principle of analy- 
sis 4o the facts- 'and ecc 'what arc tho 
reasonable deductions. 

About fourteen yeors have passed sinco 
Mr. ,T. H. Turner entered the govcrn- 
mrnt of this province, and for all that 
period, except from the fall of ISOS tq 
the summer of 1900, ho has held oflico. 
O^unicrism mu.st, therefore, bo woniC'tliiiig 
that was developed during those twelve 
cfflcial yc-arp. It is a fact, which we aro 
•euro the Time.-i will not hesitate to ad- 
mit, that this province enjoy*, good lawcf, 
-and' that these laws have been well ad- 
ministered. It is a fact, -which our con- 
temporary will at once concede, that it 
has never been alleged against any man 
in our public life, that he has illegitimnte- 
Jy profited by his public position. Neither 
'will the Times deny that 'many excellent 
lu.ws have been placed on the .statuto 
•books during the twelve yoai« mentioned, 
or that the percentage of alterations in 
those laws has been low. It will also

The eScct of his financial arrangements 
■was eueh that thi» credit of the province 
wont almost to the very front rank of tho 
Colonics, and this enabled tho govern- 
meut to procure money on extremely 
favorable terms to carry out an exten- 
sive programme of improvements. To 
Mr. Turner also belongs the credit for 
ha.viu.g urged the pasi^age of measiircH 
calculated to encourage and assist agri- 
culture, and although the Times will 
have to concede that it did not favor such 
legislation at the time, njul wns incliuei! 
to , make light of it, it will not deny 
that very excellent results have followed 
it. Indeed when the various organi'-ia- 
tions dcalin,g with different departments 
of husbandry assemhlo, tho Timcvi is al- 
"ways active in reporting their proceed- 
ings and commenting f.ivorably upon 
them. Tho opening of the proviace by 
riiihvnyH was a dilllcult subject for the 
government to approach, and no one 
claims that the absolutely best co-nrso 
was always adopted, but it can be fairly 
said that the various expedients resorted 
to in order to secure railway construc- 
tion were the be.it that soomed possible 
at tho time. Mr. Turner must take his 
responsibility for any mistakes that may 
have boon made, but, like tlie rest of the 
people, ho had to deal with 
things ns he fo'uud them, and 
to profit by experience, nnd that 
he was willing to learn was showi) 
|p,v hii^ railway policy in 1S9S, which we 
claiiu. and tho Times will admit, waf^ 
conceived on admirable lines, and, if 
c.ivried out. would have given the prov- 
ineo a remarkable impetus. No one will 
now deny that if Mr. Turner lias been 
allowed to give effect to hi.s railway pro- 
gramme there would he now approaching 
completion o railway from tho Coast, 
direct to Kootenai.v, a railway from the 
Coast to Cariboo, and a railway from tho 
Coant to Klondike, through Canadian ter- 
ritory, and that all these lines would 
have contributed to the growth and wel- 
fii.re of 'S'ictoria nnd Vancouver. Our 
contemporary will also admit that "Sir. 
'I'liruer showed his readinetis in meeting 
changed conditions when assisting rail- 
ways by inserting in the contract for tlie 
lino to the Yukon a provL'so that tho prov- 
ince .should receive some direct return in 
cash for its subsidy. But if Mr. Tur- 
ner must bear the responsibility of any 
errors of judgment in the rnjiway policy 
with which ho is associated, he surely can 
claim some measure of ereilit for the re- 
sults accomplished. That policy led to 
the development of Kootenay, and the 
province has received in revenue over 
nnd over again all that the improved fa- 
eilitiotj of tnwisportation hiivo cost. 

All those tilings are facts relating to 
tlio public life of Mr, Turner, ami Ave 
claim that they are tho facts which, in 
the opinion of ^nuprejudiced observers, 
will be regarded ns charactorizing his 
public career. If there is such a thing 
as Turnerism, these must constitute it. 
Mr. Turner has a right to ask that he 
may be judged by these things, and that 
if he is entitled to any place among the 
public men of British Columbia, it may 
lie accorded him in ■tlie light of thc^e 
facts. We are not so absurd as to say 
that every public act of Mr. Turner's 
public career is above criticism, or that 
nothing done by those wlio from time to 
time have been his colleagues can lie 
called into question. But we do say of 
Mr. Turner that in his public life ho has 
boon an honorable ,?(mtleman, one who 
lias had faith in tho province where he 
has spent tli(? greater part of a long and 
busy life, who has been actuated by 
palrintic motivi's in his dealing with pub- 
lic (juestions, and who can look the 
whole world in the face as one upon 
whoso long record as premier and financ' 
minister there is not a stain. It may 
suit the Times in its desire to bring 
about changes in tho personnel of Mr. 
Dunsmuir's ministry, to employ expres- 
sions which are calculatecl to create an 
impression contrary to what has just 
I'eeu said, but wo feel sure tlial it -will 
not desire to detract in the sliglitest 
degree from what we have said of Mr. 
.1. H. Turner as a public man and a citi- 
zen of British Columbia. 



THE CHINESE SITUATION. 

The situation in China does not im- 
prove. The two features at present ex- 
citing mo.st attention are the refusal of 
the imperial court to nswnt'to the terms 
imi)ofed by the powers, .and tlie Gorman 
e\i)editions which are movin.i; about the 
country. The former is said to be due 
to the hostility of the southern viceroys; 
the latter look very much like an eil'ort 
on the part of the Germans to get a 
little practice in fighting., Tlie impres- 
sion produced on an alleged barbarous 
nation by an alleged civilized nation 
s(!iiding its soldiers upon what anjiear to 
be pointless expeditions, resulting in 
nothing but slan,e-hter and '.he destruction 
of property, is not calculated to promote 
a iH'aceful settlement of affairs. A de- 
spatch of yesterday winds up with the 
statement that "the Germans, after de- 
stroying all the dwellings in S'/e Ilai 
Kong, retired to Yon Koiig." Suppose 
we change this a little ami have it I'oad 
that the Chinese, after destroying all tlie 
dwellings in Victoria, retreated to 
Saanich, what would we think of an i"- 
vaciing army of whicli it could be said? 
We suppose tlint tlu« wives and cliihlren 
of Chinese iivc entitled to some consid'- 
eration, that they are human, even if 
they are not Ohristians, that ns we 
would think a commanding ofllcer, who 
would turn all tho families of a city out 
into the stri;ets and destroy their dwell- 
ings in mid-winter, a barbarous brute, 
so the Chinese may be e.'ccused if the;.- 
decline to see any evidoncu of a higluir 
civilization or a more merciful religion^ 
111 r,uch a performance. We have iioj 
iioiio, of course, that anything which the 
Colonist can say on this subject will iu- 
auence matters in even ,an iufluiteeimali

Seme CommonBcnsc Advice to Canndiani> 
About Foreign Flag. 

rroni Oaclnh Ifercury. 

The Jlercury wishes to protest against 
the indiscriminate use of the United 
StateK Hag in our decorations on i)ublic 
and private occasions. Whenever tliero 
i.i a citizen of Uniteil .States birth among 
111-:, we freely accord him tho ri,glit of Hy- 
ing the Stars and Stripes with the Union 
.Ti.ck; whenever we art? entertaining pub- 
licly or privately, visitors from the otlier 
side, it is in order to recognize tlieir Hag 
a« a mark of courtesy. But this busi- 
ness of using the United States Hag in 
this country ns if it had equal rights here 
with the union Jack ought to be stopped. 

There is hardly a public .function of 
ouu kind or another but -wlint the British 
Hag will drnpe one side of the platform 
and the United States Hag tho other sidn 
and that entirely independent of wlietliei 
wo have any American visitors or not. 
Tho 0''ui.v American magazines and iia- 
pers which flood Canaila. view tliin.grt 
l'r(un .1 United Stales standpoint, .'iiid we 
h;;v(> to stand a little of that for the sako 
of the good things in them. Manj- of the 
plays which are shows hero have refer- 
en('es to Uniti-.-d States iiicidi'iits, but we 
overlook these for the same reason. But 
"by a United States niinstr<d tronpo 
should bo encouraged to llv the United 
States Hag tlirongli our slrc-ets, nnd why 
our children should In-cnme accustomi'd 
to tliu free use of States tiag.s, buttons, 
etc., is what wc fail to understand. 

Two reasons for this arc — ^Pirst, tho 
want of n decided, definite, patriotic spir- 
it which would give tho British Qag tho 
umiuestioned pre-eminence fn nil our de- 
ceration. and which would' only nse tho 
T'nited States flag -whvn some courtesy 
was to bo shown American citizens pres- 
ent. Second, the importation by our deal- 
ers of ttie Stars and Stripes because tliey 
are convenient to get.J"ld cheap in pi'ii'e. 
nnd because few people rnisp any objec- 
tion to them. 

In talking along this, line, we do not 
'.visb tu be uodeititood as inculcating a 
liiistilo spirit towards the .Americans; wo 
are aiming at Canadian self-resiicci .■uid 
at a Canadian patriotism whicli is loyal 
to its own Hag and liistary. \v'e recog- 
nize that a fair proiiortimi n( tlie nalive- 
lioni people of the Uniteil States have 
friendly fe.>liiigs towards I lie British Kie- 
pire, and that international mr'etings ;iml 
unions and relations of one kind and an- 
other have brought the Americans and 
British into clo,ser sympajhy. We recog- 
nize the big iiroblems they have ahead of 
them, nnd die special diflleulties which 
have come with their rapid growth, with 
tin? influx of all nationalities, nnd from 
the want of the conservatism which acts 
as a I)alance in most countries. But. n.s 
we view it, tho United States wishes to 
be recognized at its own va!nati(ui n.s the 
biggest ami most powerful nation on 
earth, and it has never oHicially shown 
Britain any favors th.'U BriUiin has not 
received from (Ji'rmany or other foreign 
countries. U does not lie, then, with Can- 
ao'ians tf> minister to -riie vanity of the 
Slates, ns we do iu f'ying tlieir Hag on all 
(M casions, when they simply look upon it 
as a tribute' to their vaunted supremacy 
on this continent, and, indiioctly, as a ro- 
cogiiiiion of the premier position they 
claim.

The publication by the Coloniwt yester- 
day morning of Provincial Health Olllcei 
Fagaii's special report on health condi- 
tions in Victoria e.\cited widespread in- 
terest, and the opinion waw universal that 
.steps ought to be taken to reiiieily the 
menacing conditions which he coinplaina 
of One result of tlie invewtifjatioiis con- 
ducted by Dr. Fagan will be llie almost 
iiiimedia.to rigid enforcement of tlie by- 
law to licent-c and regulate milk vendors. 
'J'his by-law pawed the citv council on 
th'. 2.']rd day of December, 1S05. It \i 
a very carefully drawn by-l.-iw; and its 
enforcement would providi! an adeiiuatu 
s.ifeguanl to the imblie, as far as the 
liiillc tiupply is conceriieil. But, strangi* 
to >say, not the slightest attempt has even 
been made to enforce any one of the pro- 
^ ii-iions of the by-law — just why, no one 
f-'eemK to know. Now, however, with the 
awakening on the p«.rt of the authoritien 
t.) the necessity of looking closely after 
the sanitary conditions, it hii.s been de- 
terinined to insist upon a strict eiifori'e- 
nieiit oC the liy-law. The matter in of 
particular interest to the very large num- 
ber of milk vendors and, also, in a le^iser 
degree, perhaps, to the eitizeuH generally, 
no the by-law Ih herowitli reproduced. It 
is a iiniiiiio document, in the «ens(> that 
not one clause has ever been enforced. 

Clauses one and two provide that all 
dairymen anil vendors of milk shall be 
licensed— eertilieates being i«>sucd in the 
forms print I'd lielow. The rc«t of the by- 
lii w is as foUowH: 

•I. Every applicant, on obtaining mieh 
liermit, shall register his name and ad- 
dresis with the treasurer and collector of 
the corporation, and thereupon, and upon 
payment of the fee hereinafter mention; 
eil mill the production and delivery of 
such permit a.s ufores.'iid, the said treas- 
urer and collector is hereby authorized to 
issue a llrenne in the form hereinafter 
mentioned. 

a. Such license shall be :ii tlie form 
''D" hereunle anne.xed, and shall e.xpirii 
on the ir)tli day of .lanuary in each year, 
unless previously cancelled by tliu 
board of health of the said city, and the 
.said treasurer and collector .shall be au- 
ihorizi'd to demand and receive for the 
iiMe of the corporation a fee of tweiity- 
liv(^ cents for each license issued us 
a forcsiiiid. 

li. A list of the registered and licensed 
milk vendors of the said city shall he, at 
least once a year, po.sted in some conspic- 
uous place in the city hull for public iu- 
formation. 

7. The licensee .shall comply with all 
the clauses of the health by-law for the 
tiuio being of the city. 

8. The lieonseo snail have placed in a 
conspicuous place on every wagon or ve- 
hicle from which milk is sold the name 
of the licensee ami the number of the 

:iiid on every milk can 
from which milk i.s sold the name <if the 
farmer, dairyman, or person who sup- 
plied the milk to the liccusee. 

1>. "i'lie licensee, in the event of bin ob- 
taining any milk from any other far- 
mer, dairyman or iiersoii than those men- 
tioned ill his appliciition, nhall before do- 
ing so inforiii the .sanitarj- insjieetor, 
and shall iiroiliice to the .sanitary ofllcnr 
a consent in writing in Lhc form "B" 
hereunto annexed, signed hj .such farmer, 
dairyman or peiwoii, that lie will allow 
his iiremise.'-i, cows, water and food sup- 
|dy to be insiiected liy the medical health 
oliicer and nanitary inspector, or oitlier 
of them, during such time n.s he may sn 
supply the licensee. 

10, The licensee Hhall forfeit hi.s li- 
cense iihil be subject to the penalties of, 
this,b.v-law if at any time be sells, or, 
offers tor sale, milk obtained from a 
fanner, dairyman or person who refuses 
to rfgn such liifit-moiitionod concent, or 
htiving signed, refuses to liavs his prem- 
ises, cows and food supply inspected by 
the medical health ofllccr, snnitnry olll- 
L-er or either of lliem. 

11. All inili'h cows and cow-liyrcs or 
sheds, and all dairies or other places at 
which milk ia sold or kept for general 
use shall be subject to- the inspection of 



the medical health olllcor a.nd Banitury 
insiieetor, or either of them, and all such 
places aa aforesaid shall be kept and con. 
ducted BO tliat the milk shall not contain 
any ma,tter or tiling liable to produce dis- 
ciise, either by reason of adulteration, 
contamination, with sewerage, absorption 
of disease germs, infection of cows, per- 
sonal uncleanline&s, or any other recog- 
nized cause, and upon sucli condition be- 
ing broken, the Iicen6<e may be revokei^ 
by the board of health. 

12. Each dairyman or milk vendof 
shall comply with various clauses of 
the health by-law by giving notice to 
the boajd of health of any cases of con- 
tagious animal diseases occuring amongst 
his cattle or from any cattle on tliQ 
farm from which he obtain.'j milk, or of 
any contagions disease named in the 
bea.ltli by-law, in his family, or in the 
farm house or shop at which or in which 
the milk is either sent or received. 

i;!. No milk tliat has been adulterated, 
or that has been reduced or changed by 
tilt addition of water or other substanci", 
or by the removal of cream, nor milk 
known as swill milk, nor milk from cows, 
or other animals fed upon distillery slop' 
starch factory products, garbage, or 
other like Huh.stanco, nor any butter oc 
cheese made from any such milk shall 
be brought into, held, kept or offered for 
sale at u.ny place in the city of Victoria, 
but ekimmod milk may he sold as such if 
contained in ea-.us hearing upon their ex- 
terior 'the word.i ".skimmed milk," placed 
conspicuously in ietters not l(\ss 
than two (2) inches in length, 
and served ia measures aJso 
similarly marked. No person shaJl huj)- 
ply such skimmed milk unless such qual- 
ity is asked for by the ]iiircliasi'r. 

14; All dairymen and vendors of milk 
shall have a label attached to the vi-mscI 
containing it, wJiich shall have writteu 
thereon at the- time of collecting, the 
number of the sample, date of collec- 
tion, and the initials of the inspector, 
who ahall at once enter in a book car- 
ried for that purpose for future re- 
ference, a corresponding number, with 
the name of the owner and driver from 
whom said samples were obtained, and 
shall deliver a du|)licate of siieli Mample 
m a sealeil bottle or vessel to the person 
friim whom the uample was ta.ken. 

10. Every sample shall be exaniined 
separately, according to its number, by 
the meiKeal health otllcer, who .shall re- 
gister the liereenlage of biUtiM- fat ojipo- 
site a. corresponding nuni' 
kept for that purpose, the name of tlm 
owner to lie suhsi-iiiiently inserted. 

17. The Jiiedicul heallli ollleer shall 
not lestj than six times a year, puhlisli' 
wiihout comment or addition, in some 
one or more daily new.sjia.iiers publish- 
ed ill the said city, a report of ail such 
examiiiatioiiH and analyses as shall have 
been inado by him since the da^e of his 
thou last published report, and shall 
state therein the rwult of all such exam- 
inations and analyses, and the name ot 
lu.mca of the person or persons from, 
whom the said sampkn Were obtained; 
such examinations to be made with and 
by means of the Babcock milk tesiter 
now ill tlie possc'-sion of the city.

WHITE HORSE 



President of Board of Trade 
There Says One Will be 
Built. 



llobert Lowi', prosideiit of tlio Wliito 
Horse Board of TnidL-, and the principal 
owuer of the War Buglo copiier mine ;iiul 
tho White Horse coal mine, has returned 
to that city from the outsidi?, and liope.i 
to have a smolter in operation at that 
point before next Hiimnier. 

Five men are now al work on a vein 
that promises to produce an excellent 
quality of coal. A practical coal minor 
is soon to arrive from the East, and up- 
on his arrival, tho worlting force will be 
greatly increased. 

The lirst few toue taken out will he 
used by the White Pass & Yukon rail- 
road, and should it prove satiefactory, 
the road has promised to use It exclusive- 
ly in itri locoaiotives, aaid will commence 
its use at once. 

About 150 tons of copper ore are now 
on tho dump at the mine, a few miles 
from White Horse, and iis soon as it in 
hauled to the depot, it is to be shiiii)«^d to 
(Sluigway and sent to die .smelter at Ta- 
coma. The railroad company has of- 
fered to -ship free the firat ore taken out 
of the mines. 

The Copper King and iCopper Queen 
jninos also have a large shipment at 
White Uor.se, which ie expected to ar- 
rive in Skagway soon. 

At the last regular meeting of tha 
White Horao Board ol Trad.% the ques- 
tion of the winter trail to Big Salmon 
was again discussed, with the result that 
practical beginuiui? of work i.s in 
view. Reports on the feasibility of thii 
Touto were made, also an estimate of the 
cost. 

A committee was appointed to inter- 
view the Yukon public works department 
in regard to the matter and to act nt> i\ 
ways and means committee, jirovidcd the 
government would not, ur voiilil not, acf 
injinedintel.v.

A Skagway corrcspoildeilt, writiiiS 
under date oC .Tanuar.v 2, Mys: 

For a lonj; time it has boen taken for 
granted that tho larpo comincreial com- 
panies of Dawson controlled the T)rices of 
all conimoilities in that city, and that this 
belief was well founded was i)rovetl on 
December 29 by a generiil cut in al 
prices, McrcliaiidiK',* ii3 cheaper in 
'Dawson to-day than over in tin'' history 
of that camp. Should the cat be nindo 
deeper it is c.xpecte.f th.at Victoria prices 
will be (luoted before the end of tho 
week, 

Lately small concerns have been 
springing vyt everywhere in Dawson, ami 
the trade of the Large companies nas 
been greatly affected. The cut has been 
expected for some time, and did not 
greatly surprise anyone when it came. 

The solo object of the cut is to crush 
out the Kin.'iller concerns. A prominent 
ofllcial of the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany, when in Skagwny last fall, said 
that his company would not stand by 
and see its business ruined by a number 
of sm.T.11 merchants, whoso only object 



was to dispose of their stocks at cost and 
get out of the country. 

.Tust where the war will end it is diffi- 
cult to say, but it is evident that tho 
larger companies ore all standing to- 
gether and will bring the matter to an 
issu(.' before long. 

.Miners are laying in large supplies of 
provisii>iis at prices that are only a little 
liiglier than in Seattle, and the war will 
prove a god-send to numbers of owncr.s 
of small claims who did not have suill- 
cient capital to purchase supplies at the 
previous high prices.

Steamer Dolidiiii. which has reached 
S(\'\ttle from Skagway, brings the first 
news that has come out from Manook 
district since the river closed. Things 
are booming, not only at Rampart, but 
nearly all the creeks in the district are 
giving better results than ever before, 
and more men are working.

They fi>und r.'iOd 
in one week, ami within a very snnll 
space took out Jul in coarse gold, liiciiui- 
ing a IJ.SO nngget.

Ugga 
may bo stored in this position either in 
bruu or in a board pierced with holes; 
and if tho board, or the bran case, bo 
covered over by a cover of blanket or 
sacking made to lit, and a cool and quiot 
placu is available, the very best will be, 
dune for the eggs. The covering over 
is not to keep them warm, but to prevent 
draught, which increases evaporation oi; 
tho iluid contents and enlarges the air 
chamber. This process we want to ta- 
tard as much as possible ♦ • • iij 
id often desired to preserve summer eggs 
for winter use, and there are several 
methoiiti of doing so. Soine hoHHokeepers 
siiu'ar them alUover with butter, and in 
l''iaiice they tsimilarly treat them with 
olive oil in which a little" becswiix is dis- 
solved or melted. The hitter Ih the bet- 
ter of the two, butter becoming rancid. 
Others bed the eggs in dry sal;, packed 
tightly round and over them; kept thii^ 
way tliey do fairly, even for boiling, up 
t,i six or eight niunthH. Bedded in bran 
alone they will kceii well several months, 
draught and evaporation being prevent- 
ed. 

Another plan is to ptick them in satur- 
ated stilt briue; thiis way tliey keep Quito 
"good" a long while, but become rather 
liard and the white perceptibly saltish. 
For eggs to be kept any length of time, 
however, there is no doubt that the beet 
jircsorvativo medium is a solution com- 
Iioundod of lime, salt, and cream of tartar 
Differeut [icHiple use slightly different 
proportions; a very good recipe is as fol- 
lows: Can-fully slake and then pour the 
rest of two giiUotifi of water (.other quan- 
lities in proportion) upon one pound ami 
a half of (luickliiue, then add ten ounccti 
of salt and two of cream of tartar. Stir 
at intervnlij and leave to temper together 
for a few dayvs; then pour off the clGur 
liijuor, and imbed the eggs in it as closely 
as possible, keeping always well covered 
with liijuid. A jar of spare liipiid should 
always be ready to till up as reijuired. 
^\■llatevcr process be used il is important 
to tstore or treat the eggs the same day 
n.s laiil, if they are fertile eggs. But 
there is no iluubt at all, and it has been 
pioven by many exiii'riments, that sterile 
eggs, laid liy lieiiM without a mate, keep 
considerably better than fertile mic>g. 

In America, though ttuvernl good tank 
iri.ichinofj are still employed, and work 
veil enough, the hot air .syetein is far tho 
uiuiit in ujc. One reason for American 
ptefereuce of the hot air type appears to 
be greater economy iu oil, which on a 
largo Kcale bgcome.s o£ importance.

14,800 machines in l.SilO, and other mak- 
ers in the Hiitno towu (which is a kind o£ 
centre for tliia manufacture, as Coven- 
try is in England for bicycles) would to- 
gether total about as much more; an- 
otlier firm in another state, of good repute 
but not in tho first rank, sold 6,00U in 
the same year.

TO PROTECT i'ANAMA. 

United States Government Will Not 
Permit Bombardment of That City. 

Washington, Jan. S. — There is reason 
to beliove that the United States govern- 
ment will adopt a vigorous line of action 
in case the city of Panama is attacked 
or there is any interruption of the transit 
facilities of the isthmus. According to 
a treaty arrangement ^yith Colombia, tho 
United States has boon given a certain 
measure of protection oyer the i)eace:ul 
conduct of trnflic across the isthmus. 
When Consul-General .Tagcr a few 
months ag;> reported that tlie revolution- 
ists woiihl bombard the city of ranama, 
.•\ cling Secretary of State Hill promptly 
st-nt a despatch announcing in unusually 
\ igoroui; terni.s that the government 
Wduhl not tolorati> any action likely to 
prejudice or interfere with the rights 
which this government has assumed. 
The despatch liec:ime Unown in Panama, 
and had the olTcct of putting an em! to 
the plan of bombarding, Mr. f!u(iger's 
pres^ont desiiatch docs not indicati' that 
(he eity itsell" is about to be attaci;e(!, 
but if it develops by later information 
tliat there is any prospect of honib:ird- 
mcnt, the vigorous procedure of a few 
months ago would be repeated. At pres- 
ent the gunboat Ranger is at Piinumn, 
and tho Philadelphia and Iowa are on 
the way to thiit locality.

A special meeting of the board of po- 
lice commissioners was held yesterday 
morning to receive tho reportu for thu 
past year. Chief Lang-ley's report, on 
closing a report from tho dotooHves and 
the statistics puhlitfhed a few days ago, 
■wiiti received aud ordered printed, and 
tho commissioners paid the Chief a w<'l! 
tleserveii <'iiiaplinient fcjr tile manner in 
which ho had attended to the duties of 
hiH ofliee. Action was deferred on tho 
petition of the members of the force for 
an incr'.^ase in salary, 

'J"he Chief's report follows: 

Victoria, January I!, 1001. 
The Cliairman and Hoard of Police Com 
mi.-^sioners, City of Victoria, B.C.: 

Cientlemen,— I have tho honor to sub 
niit to you my 'tirst unuuaj report of tin 
police department ot thu city of Victoria 

On taking charge of the department on 
the 2nd of January, lUOO, I found it to 

consist of 1 chief, 2 KiTgennts, 15 patrol 
men and gaulc'i-S, ajul 2 detectives. 

On investigation, 1 fouiul that the force 
"was iuadeiiuate, so on my recommenda- 
tion to your honorable board, the force 
was increased as suggcetcd, making it to 
eoiisitst of 1 chief, 3 sergeants, IS patrol 
men nnd gaolers and 2 detectives. 

nnrin^r the year there has been consid 
crable sickness amongst the force, and 
at tlie present time, 1 am pleii.scd to re- 
pcirt they a-re in gucjd health. 

My recommendatiiin for a .separate 
room 'or the detectives has boon carried 
out, wliicli liiiri bciMi a great benefit to 
them, nUi) the following improvements 
been made in the police station: 1

-■V now style of uniform for tho fore 
b:is heea adopted, which greatly im- 
proves tho ai)poarance of tho patrolmen. 
The eummer uniforms aro of ;i light bliiii 
sorge, and the winter uniforms liave been 
made frpm a hciuy blue tiorge, lined with 
■worsted goods, ■(vhich are more satisfac- 
tory and JoMtin},' than tho blue beaver for- 
merly used. 

I am ploa<;ed to state that no com- 
plaints luivc been nia.de against the ofll- 
cers or men who have attended to their 
duties faithfidly, and since the cheap 
faros have existed from tho Sound cities, 
there ban been :i considorablo intlux of 
ciiininals and vugraiUts from these points 
and ihe entire force Iws put in consider- 
al li? extra time to prevent the Increafiv ot 
crime. 

1 beg to recommeni! tho following im- 
|)rovemiMits to be carrieil out: Thai ii 
f^peci.'il olllee;- he employed ill the park 
only (luring the .--uniiiier months, so an 
not to reduce the fon e in ibe city; 

Tlui.l the room adjoining the police bar- 
lacks over llio old lire hall l)c added to 
the barraclis for tile comfort of tlie men 
wliiMi oil duty; that si-parate lockers he 
phij-eil in the room for men to jiut their 
uniforms and eiiuipuieiitn in when (iff 
duty; also that eouucctious bo ina.dc t(j 
the bath in their (luartcrs. 

In a previous report to your honorablo 
bi)iird, I spoke of a ouc-horso i)atrol wnj;- 
on, whidi I coiifrlder a necessity; it could 
ht; placed in tho old fire hall, alongside 
the police station; the coll man on duty 
could attend to the same and drive it, 
thus enabling him to proceed ivith gront- 
or despatch when called from a dis- 
t!;iice; also the \vngon could bo provided 
vv ith a stretcher, and a.'.l uh an omor;;ency 
ambulance in cases of soriou« accidents; 
tho cost of keep would not bo much nnne 
than we are paying at tho present time 
lor biro of hack«, etc. 

That two large cells be oroctod at 
tho rear of the police utaiiou, in the yard, 
as during the past f(!W month.s -^vo have 
boon greatly overcrowded, prisoners hav 
iiig to lie in tho hallway, and it is md 
Mnfe for the jailer to eater with so many 
loose prit^oners :i,lioiit, as he visits the 
cells every half hour.

Sir:— I most respectfully bog to submit 
the foUowiug for your consideration: 

For the year ending December 31, 



1900, crimes of a very grave nature have 
been iti the minority, the most serious 
being the following: 

.Tolm -li^ay, cluirgeil in .Tanuary last 
with ntfeniiited ndihery. the particulars 
being that ho tried to rob a sleepi.ig man 
in an apartment, and on hi, intended 
victim waking up. Fay tlircv liim to a 
lower flooi- a distance of ten or twelve 
feet. Fay was arrested and sentenced to 
thri'o yi?ars in the |)enitontiary. 

Another being tlie case of Dominco 
iMarcovich, who in October last luroil a 
girl of five years of ago into an empty 
house, as she Was Tctnrning from school, 
and committed an Indecent assault upon 
hor; he ■was orrested. convicted ami 
sentenced to two years' imprisonment. 
Both these men ■were' strangers, and in 
the case of Fay it was afterwards ascer- 
tahiod that he was an ex-conviet. 

Until the middle of November last a 
fair percentage of prope rty stolon was 
recovered, but on the IH^h of that month 
a robbery nt Blyth's jewellery store, Fort 
street, followed at short inten-als by 
two smaller robberies. Evorv ondenvor 
was made to locate the culprits and ro- 
cnver any stiden property. .\ll out- 
going and incoming trains and steaniers[ 
were w.'itclied, snsi)icious jiorsonsi 
searched, the vari(ais hotids nnd lodging 
houses iuyestigated, the ixdico of tho 
neighboring cities cnniniuuicated with, 
which ri>snlto(l in one instniice in tho 
Iioliee of one of the Sound cities arrest- 
ing a notorious burglar whom wo knew 
to have biM'ii bore at th(> time of tho 
BIytli affair. Our non-success in thes(> 
particular cases is doubtless attribntaldo 
to the cov(>r provided criminals by the 
sudden inllux in the population which in- 
variably takes place in tho fall of tho 
year. Since then there have boon num- 
bers of cases of stealing and possession 
of stolen property .before the court, also 
hoveral cases of vagrancy, besides scores 
of suspicious persons who have boon 
driven from the city at this and other 
tlmos throughout the year. 

Other cn.sos occurring ■within the last 
twelve months wore of less importance, 
with tho exception, perhaps, of the 
Brooks and Maltby case, now awaiting 
trial. 

In two instancejt we have acted for 
the authorities I'f'othcr cities, notably in 
th(> case of ,rames Cull, arrested bv us 
from description for the police of Ham- 
ilton, Out., where he was sent to answer 
a charge nf embezzlement: also tho case 
of T/. Parks, for rhe Seattle police, want- 
ed for rohliiiig tlie First National Bank 
ol' Seattle of .f7,000. of -vvhlcli amount 
.S I.'O was found on tho prisoner, lie ■was 
taken back and sentenced to ten years' 
impriBonnieut. 

Then u\ the case of ,Tobn F. Elliot 
whom we caused to ho arrested in Na- 
nalmo on two cli:irges of forgery, com- 
milteil in this city, he \vas brought back 
and si'iitcnoed to two years. 

\, iiiiglil say, in conclusion, that the 
working of this department has been 
greatly facilitated bv the building of n 
dotectivos' olIlco, as heretofore our busi- 
ness— especially tho secret part— had to 
he conducted almost openly, whereas now 
it can be done secretly or Otherwise, as 
occasion may require.

BOT^VNIOATv STATION. 

One to Bo Established at San- Juan, on 
the West Coast. 

The botanical station to be situated at 
San Juan, on the West Coast of Van- 
couver Island, is creatini; quite a deal of 
interest here. Tho buildings, t'NVO or 
three in number, will be commenced this 
winter, and It is expected they will bo 
ready for occupancy in the spring;. Foi 
tlio first year thirty or forty students 
will be accommodated, and this number 
is expected to be much increased in time. 

The establishment of this station at: 
San Juan will widely advertise the 
Island, and particularly that district, as| 
tho mciiiber.s 'jf tbc socict.v are drawn i 
from all l)arts of the riiited States audi 
('aiiada, and the imiiieiise mineral and 
lumber wealtb will thus be brou);lit be- 
fore likely investors, with, it is hoped, 
;;ood finnncial results. The IJeutonaut- 
(!()vernor has .si^rnilied his intention of 
bein;r ]iresent at the iiKiuffuratioii, nnd it 
is exiiccied that a number of members 
of tile house and prominent Viciorians 
will accompany liim. Tlie expenses coji- 
nccted with the erection ami CfinlpniOnt 
of tho station liavc boeii raised liy pri- 
vate suliscriplion, aiiil it is hniiod' that 
llic provincial ^'overiimcnt will expend 
some little money in the niakiiifr of h, 
road from tbo Koveriinient wli.'irt at !san 
.luan to tbo station— about four miles. 
The Messrs. P.aird, nf San .Juan, have 
donateil to the or^rauizers niid had sur- 
veyed four acres of their land, upon 
which tho buildinfrs are to be erected. 

No (joods could I'C taken to the build- 
ings by land; the nniterial must bo 
sent by water, itnd this at many times 
is unsafe ami im)>racticable. 

It is trnstod a thorough survey of tho 
harbor Xv-ill bo made, and that in the 
near fvunn' tho ftovornuiont will erect a 
4it:bll)ouse at the entrance of the port.

Tho Dcadinan's Islam! case further 
enKiiued the attention of His Lordshiii 
Mr. .Tu.'^lice Martin in the Suproiiie court 
yesterilay. DuriiiK a lenj^thy technical 
art!uineiil Ijy counsel, Fred. I'eter.'*, <}. O., 
ilechired that lijs search for olllcial (locu- 
nicnts at the war olllee had proved frnit- 
dcsK. At the roiiucs^t of Mr. Macdonell, 
the case ^vas finally adjourned until l''el)- 
ruary ,5. 

Mr. riduKG was a.cain examined by 
Mr. Duff on tlie rc.mi minion ot the Cii.'ic 
in tlio morning. AVitucsa was employed 
in the olllee of the lands and ivories ile- 
partmont from its inception as clerk of 
the recorils. Graiiville and HaK'.inijs 
were shown on the index niai) as town- 
sites, and at Knf;lish Bay there was a 
naval rcservo. Stanley park was shown, 
lie tlioUKlit, ns a military reserve. There 
was a list kept of the maps.
